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When All London 
Was Afraid 


Not every taxi crusing Lon- 
don’s hundreds of square miles is 
as innocent as it appears at first 
glance, Not all are even taxis, 
as the Flying Squad discovered. 

In the autumn of 1951 West 
End police stations were burden- 
ed with calls reporting a spate of 
robberies. 

The thieves broke into houses 
and flats in the early hours of 
the morning. 

They worked expertly and left 
no fingerprints. Also they were 
agile at climbing and swift in 
forcing entry. 


“It’s damned uncanny,” said 


one Flying Squad officer at a 
conference, where it was presum- 
ed that the robberies were car- 
ried out by only two men. 

Police on the beat were warn- 
ed to keep a sharp lookout for 
anything that happened in the 
districts where the robberies 
were reported at the times the 
thieves were operating. 

That “anything” was very for- 
cibly underlined by station .ser- 
geants before patrols left on 
duty. 

Still the phoned reports and 
emergency calls came in.

“Would be too risky,” they said 
promptly. “Bésides, no driver 
would jeopardize his livelihood 
by hiring out regularly to crooks 
and waiting around to pick them 
up.” 

In the opinion of the men who 


knew all about the users of Lon- — 


don’s streets after dark any taxi 
employed as a getaway car would 
be an obsolete one. 

“There are plenty of them 
about,” they pointed out. “Any 
private citizen can buy, an old 
taxi that’s no longer licensed as 
a hackney carriage and use it as 
a private car with an ordinary 
road fund licence. That's quite 
legal.” 

But late at night anyone seeing 
such a vehicle would naturally 
assume it was a taxi. 

Not even a policeman on beat 
would give it a second glare, 
according to Leonard Gribble in 
“Tit-Bits”.

Berry-picking was not looked 


upon as a task by my brothers.

In June, we gathered wild 
strawberries, never plentiful in 
our seaboard neighborhood. Be- 
eause Father discouraged us from 
group-picking lest we trample 
the meadow grass, each of us 
sought out the berries alone un- 
der the terms of an agreement 
‘that divided our farm. Otis’ ter- 
ritory was the pasture; Ben's, the 
meadow across the brook; and 
mine the fields around the farm- 
house 


Picking the small red berries 


in the fragrant grass was a 


happy pastime. The warm sun, 
the fresh off-shore breeze, and 
the singing of the sparrows that 
nested in the bushes added to 
our pleasure. Hulling the berries 
was what Mother called “a mean 
chore” but it was one that she 
.theerfully assumed because she 
liked to serve us shortcake and 
strawberries and cream, 


In July, we picked blueberries, 
which, during the years of my 
childhood, grew nearly evéry- 
where at Friend's Corner. In the 
pastures, along the roadsides, in 

‘the meadow margins, and in 
woodland clearings were the low 
bushes laden with berries. But 
there were never too many ber- 
ries for the families of the neigh- 
borhood where muffins, flap- 
jacksjacks, cakes, and pies fea- 
tured blueberries every day. 

My brothers and I had a good 
deal of rivalry as to which one 
of us could pick the most blue- 
berries, Each of us worked out 
a different system of. picking. 
Otis found a good patch, knelt 
beside it, and picked methodical- 
ly until every berry was gone. 
Ben’s system was to bend over

usually Otis who brought home 
the fullest pail and the one with 
the fewest green ones in it.

and several dogs made up the 
caravan, which went well equip- 
ped with lunch beskets end 
empty pails. 

We followed the road over 
which in winter our supply of 
wood was hauled. It went 
through our familiar grove, 
crossed the swamp where we 
stopped to cool our feet in the 

' thick damp moss, cut through a 
birch growth, and led us to a 
clearing, where, through the 
years, Father and Uncle had cut 
their firewood. After the trees 
had been cut, raspberry canes 
came up through the slash and 
on the third summer were cov-. 
ered with breries, which like so 


many red thimbles, were ready © 
to fall intc our pails, writes Es- - 


ther E. Wood in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

After a picker tied his pail to 
his waist with a rope or his belt, 
he ventdred into tne slash to do 
battle with the snags, branches, 

‘and briars. He was annoyed 

when the largest berries often 
fell into the brush before his 
eager fingers could reach them, 
and he became discouraged be- 
cause the berries “settled” in the 
pail. But by late afternoon, even 
the lunch baskets had been filled 
so that the pickers went home 
with the happy expectation of 
having raspberry pie next day 
and canned raspberries next win- 
ter. “Nothing like raspberry 
sauce and hot biscuits when the 
wind blows cold,” Father always 
remarked, 


y There were blackberries to be 
harvested in September, Because 
the canes.soon became too old to 
bear, we were always having to 
seek out new thickets. For sev~- 
eral year,s our lower hen yard 
yielded a rich crop of the purple 
berries; later, the clearing along 
the telephone line became a reg- 
ular blackberry lane; and once 
an old cellar hole at the shore 
was filled with mammoth canes 
that bore large and luscious 
berries, 


When the blackberry season 
was over, we turned our atten- 
tion to cranberries, which grew 
along the meadow brook. Cran- 
berrying always held a touch of 
adventure for us because, years 
before, Grandmother had lost her 
wedding ‘ring as she picked ber- 
ries in the bog and we were al- 
ways hopeful that we would find 
the gold circle in the vines as we 
parted them to look for berries. 
Alas, we never aid. 

Otis was the most enthusiastic 
berry-picker in the family. It 
he who always harvested 
of black-dotted 


ries, which were made into Fath- 
er’s favorite jam. Every few 

, when the wild pears did 
not blight, he picked several 
q of pear berries, which 
Mother canned for winter sauce. 

In his enthusiasm for berrying, 
Otis sometimes picked berries 
that did not find a welcome in 
the home kitchen. Large purple 
hucklebetries grew on the ledges 
back of the school house. Otis 
never failed to appear in Moth- 
er’s kitchen carrying a large pail 
filled with berries; and repeating 
the lines: ‘ 

H U_ uckle 

B U_ uckle 

Huckleberry pie 
Mother always gave him the 
same welcome: “Pour a quart of 
-the berries into a pan and I'll 
make you a pie, though likely 
you'll be the only one to eat it. 
Throw the rest to the hens.” 

Otis could not resist gathering 
string cherries which in August 
hung like beads of red crystal 
from the cherry trees that edged 
the stone wall. He knew from 
experience that Mother would 
refuse his offering, but -he- al- 
ways gave several quarts to Aunt 
Harriet, who insisted that as a 
child at play she had picked the 
berries and eaten them with re- 
lish, We suspected that it was 
from loyalty rather than liking 
that Aunt used the cherries to 
make jelly .and punch. 

When the berrying season was 
over; we enjoyed the canned 
sauce and jam that had been 
made from the berries.

There was a time when the 
cranberry was considered mostly 
in terms of sauce to accompany 
the Thanksgiving or Christmas 
turkey. The rest of the year, ex- 
cepting perhaps for an occasional 
pie, it was more or less neglect- 
ed. Today, however, this fruit of 
glistening bright color and pleas- 
ing flavor has really come into 
its own. Quick breads, cakes, 
pancakes, pudding all take well 
to the addition of cranberries; 
to say nothing of sparkling 
beverages, conserves, marmala- 
des, and relishes. 

The following recipes show a 
few of the many ways of using 
this handsome fruit: 


CRANBERRY MUFFINS 


4% cup cranberry halves 
% cup confectioner’s sugar 
2 cups all-purpose flour 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
\% teaspoon salt 
4 tablespoons sugar 
1 egg, well beaten 
1 cup milk 
4 tablespoons melted shortening 
Combine cranberry halves with 
confectioner’s sugar and let 
stand 10 minutes. Sift dry ingre- 
dients, add beaten egg, milk,’and 
shortening. Add the sugared 
cranberries last and mix well 
but do not beat. Bake at 350°F. 
for 20 minutes. Yield: 12 muffins. 
STEAMED CRANBERRY 
PUDDING 


1 cup sifted flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

6 teaspoon salt 

4 cup brown sugar 

% eup fine-bread crumbs 

4 eup chopped suet 

1 cup cranberries. washed and 
drained

“Spy Story With - 
All The Trimmings 


The story began innocently 
enough. William John Vassall, 
then a 30-year-old bachelor 
working as a clerk in the naval 
attaché’s office at the British 
Embassy in Moscow, had been 
invited out to dinner. His host 
was a Pole named Michilsky who 
had dined before with Vassall 
and had introduced him to sev- 
eral well-educated and socially 
charming Russians. This time he 
was introduced to three more 
“friends” who suggested visiting 
a restaurant near the Bolshoi 
Theater. But instead of taking a 
table in the main dining room, 
Michilsky led the way to a pri- 
vate room upstairs. There, the 
five men dined together, then 
broke out the brandy bottles. 

What happened after that was 
spelled out in full detail last 
month when Vassall was charged 
with violation of Britain’s Offi- 
cial Scerets Act and held in cus- 
tody for trial later at the Old 
Bailey. It seemed a classic ex- 
ample of how a government offi- 
cial can be blackmailed into 
betraying his country. 

In a statement that prosecutor 
Mervyn Griffith-Jones presented 
to the court, Vassall allegedly 
said: “I was plied with .very 
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well Pour carefully into pie.

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strong brandy. Atfer half an 
hour, I remember everybody tak- 
ing off their jackets. Somebody 
assisted me to take off mine. I 
remember the lighting being 
strong. More of my clothes were 
removed. There was a divan in 
the corner...” 

On this divan, Vassall was 
photographed “in various com- 
promising acts.” The next day, 
two Soviet officials showed him 
the compromising photograpis, 
and threatened to expose him if 
he did not become a secret agent. 
“They told me,” he said, “that 
if I mentioned the matter to any- 
body at the embassy I would not 
be allowed to leave Russia and 
they would make an internation- 
al incident of it... 1 had no 
alter sutive.” 

Even so, Vassall, who is the 
son ¢f the curate. of fashionable 
St. James's Church, Piccadilly, 
and a wartime RAF photograph- 
er, tried at first to palm off in- 


his tormentors. When they again 
threatened him, he capitulated 
fully. As, 

From mid-1955 to July .1956, 
Vassall passed along secret in- 
formation and embassy docu- 
ments. When transferred home 
to the Admiralty in London, he 
was instructed to contact Soviet 
agents there by telephoning Ken- 
sington 8955 and asking for “Miss 
Mary.” He also contacted an 
agent named Nikolai by drawing 
a circle in pink chalk on the 
trunk of a tree in the Duchess of 
Bedford Walk. When he and 
Nikolai met on the street, the 
identification sigm was the ques- 
tion: “Can you tell me the way 
to Belsize Park tube station?” 

Tracked down at last on Sept. 
12 by British M16 agents, Vassall 
told everything. He explained to 
his captors how to use his special 
thin-bladed knife to release the 
catch on the false bottom of a 
corner cupboard at his Dolphin 
Square flat. There, and else- 
where in the apartment,. were 


,140 frames of exposed film which 


the prosecution charged would 
“gravely damage the State’s se- 
curity” in the hands of “a poten- 
tial enemy.” 

For his services to the Soviets, 
William John Vassall received 
more than mere protection from 
scandal. His spying fees roughly 
doubled his modest Admirality 
income of $2,000 a year. And 
what he managed to save he pa- 
trictically invested in British 
Government savings bonds.

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Pigeons—The Poor 


Man’s Race-Horse 

A slat-sided truck drove into 
a field near Charlottesville, Va. 
one morning last month and 
bumped gingerly to 4 halt. A 
man got out, walked to the rear 
of the vehicle, and raised the 


’ gides, At once dozens of beaked 
heads on. gray, feathery necks 


shoved forward, beady eyes peer- 
ing suspiciously. The man jump- 
ed ‘back as a few birds flapped 
out of the stacked crates, follow- 
ed immediately by more and 
then still more—1.400 in ali, fly- 
ing truck-high for several yards 
and then swarming upward, their 
wings beating out an angry roar, 
like a baseball crowd greeting 4 
Roger Maris strike-out. 

This was the start of one of the 
big homing-pigeon races of the 
East Coast fall season. The birds 
would travel all day at about 40 
miles an’ hour~—with occasional! 
tail-wind sprints up to 75—and 
Aeach their home roosts 
New York City, 300 miles away, 
by sundown. 

Sal Russo figured his best bird 
for a likely winner, but she fin- 


ished fifth. A Bronx accountant, 


Russo is an example of the new 
type of pigeon fancier and a far 
ery from the stereotyped sium 
boy wistfully tending his -half- 
dozen birds on a tenement roof. 
“Keeping pigeons is an expt nsive 
hobby,” he says. “With training 
and shipping costs, I spend $40 a 
week during racing seasons, and 
about $1,000 all year around on 
100 pigeons. Some of the racing 
birds are worth $200. I've turned 
down $500 for a female breeder.” 
But the returns are also high 
these days. At some of the larg- 
er. meets, prizes and betting 
pools yield thousands of dollars 
to the owners of successful birds. 

If the financial stakes have 
risef, the’ hazards of the sport 
remain the same, For pigeons 


are not the most dependable of. 


creatures, and they ere capable 
of disastrous. mistakes. Thirsty 
racers in California have been 
known to swoop low over oil 
gsumps, thinking they were water, 
and oil-log their wings. One pi- 
geon, released ouftide Los An- 
geles and aimed for his home 25 
miles away, was ultimately dis- 
covered perched in some bewild- 
erment on a tree beside a lock of 
the ‘Panama Canal. And once a 
bird gets lost he’s forever useless 
for racing; his confidence is gone. 

Some fanciers go to great 
lengths to coax;maximum -speed 
from their racefs. For example, 
they use motherhood ruthlessly. 
A setting pigeon will suddenly 
become aware that oné of her 
eggs—which she had assumed 
was several days from hatching 
—has mysteriously become al- 
most a point, Not realizing that 
a substitution has been made, the 
bird will be outraged when she 
is taken abruptly from her nest, 
erated, and trarisported to the 
race, Once released, she will fly 
back to her eggs with the great- 
est possible speed. 


Such tactics are condoned in 
the best pigeon-racing circles, 
from California and Texas to 
Michigan and Pennsylvania. The 
fanciers have matter-of-factly ac- 
knowledged their fierce competi- 
tiveness by adopting cheatproof 
mechanical timers for their con- 
courses, where victory margins 
are measured in split seconds. 
The lure of the sport was caught 
very simply not long ago by 
Pau! Bothner, a California high- 
way patrolman, who has raced 
pigeons for nearly 30 years. A 
racing pigeon,” Bothner said as 
he waited for his own birds to 
finish a concourse,” is a poor 
man’s race horse.” .

Tough Year For 
Channel Swimmers 


Upwards of $60,000, according 
to one reliable estimate, has been 
spent this year by swimmers 
from as many as a dozen coum- 
tries trying to conquer the Eng- 
lish Channel. Yet not one has 
made it. 

If anyone does make it now, 
he or she will set a new record 
for lateness. In 87 years of Eng- 
lish Channel swimming nobody 
has managed it later than Oct. 
14. That was as long ago as 1927 
when a. Yorkshire housewife, 
Mrs. Ivy Gill, crossed from 
France to England in 15h..9m. 


After mid-October the water 
gets progressively colder and 
conditions generally more uncon- 
genial.. Not that they have been 
at all congenial “in the period 
that passed as summer, 1962. 
Water temperature was seldom 
more than 61 degrees Fahren- 
heif (16 Centigrade) and favor- 
able tides and winds rarely com- 
bined. 


The only successful amphibians 
at the time these lines went into 
print were those artifically aid- 
ed, On July 11, New Yorker 
red Baldasare fulfilled three 
years\ of frustrated effort by 
making an underwater journey 
from France to England in 19h. 
Olm. Eighteen days later, Lon- 
doner Simon Paterson, also wear- 
ing a frogman’s outfit, completed 
the same journey in 14h. 50m, 


There is no official record of 
channel challenging kept. Any- 
body can walk into the sea at 
Dover and strike out for, the 
coast of France, or vice versa. 
Some people do just that very 
thing, requiring no fuss at all. 
Others, usually sponsored, seek 
all the publicity they can get. 

In most cases, however, an 
authentic aspirant to swim the 
- English Channel is one who has 
proved himself in other waters. 
He wants to pit his strength and 
skill against a strip of water no- 
toriously unpredictable and re- 
garded as the supreme test by 
most of the world’s greatest long- 
distance swimmers.

much again on account of tidal 
currents that sweep up and down 
the Straits of Dover. A good 
swimmer can turn these tides to

To get best advice in this di- 
rection it is necessary to engage 
the course in an accompanying 
motor launch.

Irrespective of the dollars and 
cents damage caused, which may 
be minimal or great, vandalism 
shows a lack of respect for the 
rights, as well as the property, of 
others that augurs a lack of 
moral values. The tradition] ‘li- 
berty of Hallowe'en has been 
borne with and conducted for 
many years—but we can’t have 
Hallowe’en all the year around. 
And even on Hallowe’en, tricks 
should no longer be considered 
within bounds when they be- 
come destructive. 

As Christians, and. as members 
of a democratic society, Ameri- 
cans have traditionally believed 
in the right of the individual. 
But this: inalienable right carries 
with it the obligation of accord- 
ing to the rights of others the 
same rights which we enjoy our- 
selves. Individual rights do not 
include the right to destroy the 
peace or property ol fellow citi- 
zens—even if we're ‘willing to 
pay for the damage, if caught. 

It is to be hoped that we will 
never allow the “Almighty Dol- 
lar” to replace the Ten Com- 
mandments.

On my first visit to freland 
five or six years ago 1 asked 4 
taxi driver if. he thought he 
could drive me on a tour of 
‘Dublin's historic sites for 30 
shillings. We were standing by 
the side of St. Stephen's Green, 
that pleasant, tree-shaded park 
opposite the admirable Shel- 
bourne Hotel. 

We set off: We, saw the noble 
green - lawned quadrangle of 
“Trinity College, Dublin's Prot- 
estamt Elizabethan University, 
where Burke and Goldamith, and 
more recently Samuel Beckett, 
were put. into the ways of 
learning; we went past the two 
cathedrals of the city, St. Pa- 
trick’s and Christ Church, both 
of them again Protestant; we 
looked at the Roman Catholic 


University, whose original col- © 


lege was founded by Newman. 
And we saw a lot of other 
things, too, the General Post Of- 
Phoenix Park, Dublin Cas- 

As we passed these the driver 
recounted to my daughter and 
myself historical reminiscences, 
all of which involved some disas- 
trous or disgraceful activity on 
the part of the British. Here the 
British had run awa yj -there 
they had set some villainous am- 
bush for patriot Irishmen; here 

they had pillaged, there they 

had murdered. All these things 
about the wickedness of the 
_ English were related with im- 
mense relish. 

When we got back to the 

Shelbourne Hotel the taxi me- 
ter registered £2 10s.

4 cups flour 
Y% cup sugar 
14 teaspoon salt 

1 package dry yeast 
%4 cup warm water 
% pound (1 cup) melted butter 
1 cup coramercial sour cream 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 

Sift flour, sugar, and salt to- 
gether. Soften yeast in warm 
water and add to butter, eggs, 
and sour cream, which have been 
mixed.

They Biess His Name 
~And Small Wender! 


In the villages near the town 
of Mangalore on India’s western 
coast, drumbeats sounded a+ joy- 
ous message. They announced 
the arrival of kanuu kotta anna 
— “our brother who gives eye- 
sight.” Soon, in Mangalore’s brick 
school building, Dr. Murugappa 
Chennaveerappa Modi turned a 
meeting hall into an operating 
room, and classrooms into hospi- 
tal wards. By foot and by bul- 
lock cart, 15,000 villagers visited 
the 43-year-old surgeon's temp- 
porary clinic last month and 
more than 500 underwent sur- 
gery. 

In India, where 6 million per- 
sons are sightless, largely as a 
result of poverty and lack of me- 
dical-care, eye surgeons are in 
great demand. During twenty 
years of running free treatment 
clinics throughout, Southern In- 
dia, Dr. Modi himself has won 
the ultimate acclaim: To many 
villagers he is an avatar, or *“in- 
carnation of God.” But the mod- 
est, slightly built surgeon is 
humble: “My patients are my 
God, the operating room my tem- 
ple, and my surgical instruments 
my sacred bell.” 

Dr. Modi’s assault on. India’s 
massive blindness problem-began 
in 1943, shortly after he comple- 
ted surgical training in a Bom- 
bay eye hospital. Shocked that 
many patients were forced to 
sell their daughters’ dowries or 


gave up his own private practice 
to start a “Touring Free Eye 
Hospital,” with headquarters in 
the Mysore town of Davangere. 

Loading his instruments on 
oxcarts, bicycles, or elephants 
and, more recently, a $12,000 
mobile van donated by CARE), 
Dr. Modi has traveled the south- 
ern coast of India, treated more 
than 2 million patients amd op- 
erated on more than 100,000. 

His clinics, each of which lasts‘ 
fifteen days, are usually conduct- 
ed in towns having a modern 
schoo] building. On the first day, 
Dr, Modi examines patients and 
hangs colored cloth tags around 
their necks to indicate the type 
of treatment they will receive— 
eye drops, eye-glasses, or sur- 
gery. Most surgical cases are 
treated for eye-clouding catar-

work, begins. One assistant lines 
up six. patients and administers a 
local anesthetic; another trims: 
their eyelashes; a third prepares 
them for surgery on six tables 
with sterile drapes. Flanked by 
three other masked and gowned 
assistants, Dr. Modi moyes to the 
first table and carefully breaks 
the minute liagments holding the 
misiy diseased lens in the pati- 
ent’s eve. Removing the lens. he 
quickly stitches the eye’s toush, 
white packet back :n place and 
moves on. Each operation takes 
just 50 seconds. Dr. Modi’s sre- 
cord for operations oerformed in 
a single day: 785 patients. For 
the remaining days of the clinic, 
he watches over the recovery of 
his surgical patients and pre- 
scribes for the thousands of ad- 
ditional patients whose eycs sre 
less seriously afflicted. 

State and local health depart- 
ments—as well as wealthy citi- 
zens in the towns. where Dr. 
Modi’s clinics are held-—provide 
food and lodging for his patients. 
Dr. Modi charges no fees. 

During each yéar’s three-month 
monsoon season, Dr. Modi travels 
abroad to study new techniques 
in eye surgery. Wherever he 
goes, he is recogmized as one of 
the world’s leading ophthalmolo- 
gists. For his own part, the gra- 
titude of his patients is reccg- 
ition enough. One, a,l6-year-old 
Kerala giri whom he treated for 
strabismus (squint eyes), said: “I 
used to bend my head whenever 
I was paraded before a prospec- 
tive mother-in-law. Now I can 
face them with courage.”

Conquered Cannibals 


With An Umbrella 


- Tall, handsome, muscular, with 
granite-hard jaw and steel-blue 
eyes... That's the sort of men- 
tal picture some people conjure 
up when thinking of those dar- 
ing men who explored and open- 
ed up the Continemt of Africa. 
* But did you know that it took 
a Victorian ‘spinster to face up 
to this sinister country of savage 
tribes and teeming animal life— 
-and to like what she saw? 

While the men refused to lin- 
ger, Mary Kingsley faced the 
constant threat of death at the 
hands of cannibals. And her only 
weapon was an umbrella! 

Miss Kingsley, the ‘centenary 
of whose birth fel! last month 
went to West Africa in 1893 
straight {rom her Kensington 


home. 


She didn’t even stop to change 
her thick black clothes; which 
consisted of an ankle-length 
skirt, long-sleeved, high-necked 
blouse, and a little black mole- 
skin hat tied under her chin by 
wide ribbons. 

During her two visits. to West 
Africa, Mary faced so many 
dangers that her escapes from 
death were little short of mira- 
culous. She penetrated far into 
the Congo, where no whites had 
dared go, and mixed with the 
fierce Fan tribes — notorious 
cannibals. 

To contact them she posed as 
a trader, and persuaded some 
ivory hunters to canoe her many 
miles up river to the tribes’ 
haunts. 

As they neared their destina- 
tion, they heard blood-curdiing 
yells and saw a native brandish- 
ing what they took to be an. ele- 
phant tusk. When they got near- 
er they saw it was a human leg! 

Undaunted, Mary entered the 
cannibal village, and the canoe 


went on without her. That night’ 


a huge hippo ran riot, crashing 
the native huts in all directions, 
and wrecking Mary's with the 
fest. : 

Worse followed, for the canoe 
took so long to return that she 
ran out of trading goods, and 


remembered that Fans thought 


nothing of killing empty-handed 
traders to regain possession of 
their barter ready for next time. 

So she was obliged to dispose 
of her blouse, which looked co- 
mical worn by savage warriors 
alongside red paint and bunches 
of leopard tails!

She had several alarming 
brushes with leopards. Once, 
while staying in a native village, 
she was awakened by a violent 
uproar, and arose to interrupt @ 
ferocious fight between a_ leo- 
pard and a boar-hound. 

With two well-aimed stools 
she broke it) up, only to face an 
enraged leopard poised to spring. 
Flinging a water-cooler at him, 
she fetched him such a crack on 
the head that he was thankfui to 
slink away. 

In another village, she was 90 
disturbed by the howls of a cap- 
tured leopard that she decided 
to release it.

ting it’to dash away when 
nstead it crept closer to 
her, snarling and spitting. Even 
at this terrible moment Mary’s 
commonsense did not forsake 
her, 

Atanding her groun d; she 
shouted angrily: “Go home, you 
fool!” And the leopard obeved 
her! 

Instantly a native prostrated 
himself at her feet — hes«had 
watched the incident from the 
safety of a tree. 

At the outbreak of the Boer 
War, Mary Kingsley volunteered 
for work at the front, and was 
drafted .to a prisoner-of-war 
camp at the Cape. There, for 
two months, she nursed Boer 
prisoners amid swarming bugs 
and the stench of rotting bodies. 

She," who had been strong 
enough to withstand countless 
dangers in West Africa, now 
succumbed to enteric fever and 
died. She was only thirty-eight. 

According to her wish she wag 
buried at sea, the coffin on & 
gun-carriage escorted 10 a war- 
ship by soldiers, It was a pom- 
pous way to bury her, and quite 
out of keeping for one whose 
only weapon had been an um- 
breila.

There are possibilities of ex- 
porting Canadian chicks of egg 
production and broiler stock to 
some parts of Asia, said A. Drew 
Davey, director of the federal 
government’s poultry division, on 
his return from the 12th World’s 
Poultry Congress in Sydney, 
Australia. 

He said Singapore, Malaya and 
Hong Kong are importers of shell 
eggs for consumption and chicks 
for egg production. Even surplus 
egg-producing countries like 
Thailand, the Philippines and 
Japan import chicks of egg pro- 
duction stock. In: some of these 
countries too there is a small but 
increasing interest in broiler 
chicken. Some processed poultry 
is imported, chiefly for the non- 
native populations of these coun- 
tries. = mA ‘. 


Mr. Davey said United States 
suppliers are active in ‘most of 
these countries. There are defin- 
ite possibilities for Canadian ex- 
porters too, but “they will not 
come easy” and careful planning 
and some knowledge of local con- 
ditions are necessary. He said he 
is willing to give what assistance 
he can. ; 


-He noted that Australia -and 
New Zealand have a rigid ban 
on imports of poultry breeding 
stock, eggs or poultry products 
from the North American con- 
tinent. * + * 


Mr. Davey was the leader of 
a 24-member delegation com- 
prising mostly representatives 
of the poultry industry. Canada 
also had an outstanding exhibit. 

At the Congress, Mr. Davey 
described the development of 
integration in the marketing of 
poultry products in Canada. 
At the First International Egg 
Marketing Conference that fol- 
lowed, he oitlined his govern- 
ment’s deficiency payment pro- 
gram for eggs as a means of 
attaining balance between pro- 
duction and consumption.

Work is under way on speci- 
fications that would provide 
uniformly high-quality contain- 
ers for shipping poultry packed 
in ice.

Vineyards are for the birds — 


or so the birds seem to think. 


In the Niagara district, birds 
found happy pickings in some of 
the newer varieties .of . grapes, 
particularly the. French hybridy 
used in making wine. 

The hybrids, apparently more 
attractive to starlings and rob- 
ins, are also more susceptible 
than older varieties to damage 
by the birds, reports Dr. A. B. 
Stevenson, of the federal re- 
search station at Vineland Sta- 
tion, Ontario.

The fruit in some vineyards 
might be destroyed completely 
if it were not for the use of 
bird-searing devices. And the 
steady explosions of “bangers” 
have become a familiar sound 
throughout the Niagara district. 

* * * 

As a result of increasing 
damage by birds to grape and 
other fruit crops, a study of the 
problem is under way at the 
Vineland Station laboratory. 

Dr. Stevenson points out that 
the monetary loss caused by the 
birds is greater*because some of 
the grape varieties attacked are 
ones drawing premium prices In 
addition, crop quality suffers in 
cases when growers are forced 
to harvest early to prevent fur- 
ther damage.

From Public View 

It is probable that as individ- 
uals no people in the world love 
their domesticated animals more 
and yet collectively treat them 
more indifferently than do the 
people of the United States. The 
brutality which results from this 
neglect does not occur on the 
farms and in the homes of Ameri- 
cans but, according to the Society 
for Animal Protective Legisla- 
tion, i hidden from public view 
in the numerous laboratories in 
which animals are used for ex-

vey of many such laboratories in 
various parts of the country, 
Christine Stevens of the Animal 
Welfare Institute reports a pre- 
valence of shocking abuses “in 
which animals are subjected to 
needless cruelty and neglect. 


As the need for experimenta- 
tion in animals increases — 8 mil- 
lion animals are used annually in 
the Maryland-Virginia-District of 
Columbia area alone — and as 
the standards of humaneness 
drop, the need for a federal law 
protecting animals used in exper- 
imentation increases. (The feder- 
al government provides the 
greater part of all funds used for 
medical research.) Senators Jos- 
eph S. Clark (D., Pa.) and Maur~ 
ine Neuberger (D., Ore.) and Re- 
presentative Martha Griffiths 
(D., Mich.) are sponsoring identi- 
cal bills which would establish 
standards for the humane treat- 
ment, of laboratory animals and 
license scientists using them. 


Such. legislation is long over- 
due: Great Britain adopted legis- 
lation protecting’ experimental 
animals 86 years ago. Yet we, 
who talk so much about rever- 
ence Mar life, have done nothing 
to protect the animals whose 
lives are so often sacrificed in 
efforts to improve men’s health 


and who have no recourse against - 


cruelty and neglect. — Christian 
Century.

Out In Space 


It is interesting to observe that 
among the comments offered by 
astronaut Walter Schirra after 
his successful six-orbit space 


whirl was the complaint that he . 


didn’t have sufficient “quiet 
time” during his journey. Or 


perhaps “complaint” is too strong _ 


a word; Comdr. Schirra | was 
merely observing that there was 
a lot of chatter to and from the 
ground stations while he was cir- 
cling the globe in his capsule. 
This lack of quiet time in the 
heavens, as on earth, may be 
something worth noting. One as- 
sumes that most of the messages 
shot back and forth between the 
spaceman and those tracking his 
flight were necessary, but some 
of them probably fell into the 
realm of astronauticai small talk 
—conversation exchanged just to 
make sure the space vehicle was 
still functioning’ properly, and 
the spaceman was still going 
strong. Even an experienced 
technician on earth must still get 
a thrill out of actually convers- 
ing with a man hurtling through 
the heavens in a space vehicle. 
But the astronaut, apparently, 
has the same need for silence and 
repose that the rest of us do. 
Indeed, he may feel it even more 
keenly amid the splendor and the 
solitude of space. There, appa- 
rently, small talk seems even 
smaller than usual. No one yet

Crocodile-Hunting 
From The Air 


Professional crocodile hunter, 
Stan Adams, of Queensland, Aus- 
tralia, has dreamed up a unique 
method of hunting his quarry. 

He was wasting ‘too much time, 
he found, in searches of North- 
ern Australia’s rivers, swamps 
and salt-water estuaries so he 
devised a flying - observation- 

post, his so-called “parakite.” 
) Strapped to this, he can float 
above water-courses, islets and 
sandbanks, and see exactly where 
good-quality crocs lurk. 

Basically, the parakite is a 
hovering parachute, twenty-eight 
feet in diameter. Built-in air 
vents enable the sky-rider to 
alter direction much as he 
pleases, and he can also control 
his rate of rise and fall. 

Mobility is supplied by the 
truck which Stan’s partner. drives 
along the nearest bank, hauling 
him forward on a_ 3,000-foot- 
long nylon tow rope, In a stiffish 
wind, the croc-spotter often gets 
a taste of airsickness. 

Stan, a crack shot, occasionally 
knocks off a croc from his aerial 
perch. But his main purpose in 
going up aloft is to spot large- 
scale crocodile concentrations. 

Once he’s sighted a well pop- 
ulated lair, he signals to his 
truck driver to turn inland and, 
in the process, lowers himself 
gently to earth.

| Did Popov Pop-off 
_ Before Marconi 


They invented the airplane, of 
course, and the steam engine, 
rocket propulsion and penicillin, 
hybrid corn and the sandwich, 
the ball-point pen and jazz, and 
almost everything else but vice. 
For two decades, the Russians, 
too, have claimed the invention 
of the radio. They insist that 
Russian physicist Alexander 5. 
Popov beat Italy's Guglielmo 
Marconi by one year to the first 
successful transmission of radio 
signals. Today Popov is a Soviet 
national hero, enshrined in print, 
film, and marble. 

A University of California 
electrical engineer has. just pub- 
lished the first fully documented 
study of the Popov-Macroni con- 
troversy. His conclusion: The 
Soviet claim contains more static 
than substance. 

Popov’s claim to priority, Dr. 

Charles Susskind notes in the 
Proceedings of the Institute of 
Radio Engineers, rests on a dem- 
onstration the Russian conducted 
in May 1895. It showed that an 
electric bell can be made to ring 
if an electric spark is discharged 
nearby. Although Popov later. 
applied this idea to a ‘wireless 
apparatus, he did not then pub- 
lish anything more than the hope 
it might someday be used to 
transmit messages. Marconi was 
first to publish a description of 
his wireless experiments ,— by 
being first to apply for a patent 
in June 1896. 

“Tt ig not my intention to de- 
bunk Popov,” Susskind said. 
“But the officious Soviet cam- 
paign to enlarge his reputation 
must be deplored by any serious 

historian.” ~

Nevertheless, to a theatre critic 
educated as a historian, famil- 
jar (more or less) with the rise 
and fall of empires and the de- 
velopment of constitutions, Mr. 
Macmillan’s recent television talk 
on the attitude toward the Com- 
monwealth and the Common 
Market of her Majesty's govern- 
ment (not, by the way, Mr. Mac- 
millan’s government, but Her 
Majesty's) had one moment: of 
high drama. 

Mr. Macmillan has always been 
a googly type of speaker. That is, 


his method of delivery, does not 


reveal the kind of ball he is send- 
ing down. This is one of the sec- 
rets of his very successful public 
career, for it leads his opponents 
perpetually to underestimate 
him, until they see their wickets 
spread-eagled. 

But _ in the past few months 
the view has been widely dis- 
seminated that Mr. Macmillan 
has really become tired, as dis- 
tinct from merely looking s0 
bored with everything that you 
expect him to fall asleep at any 
moment. It was therefore a sur- 

to find that, in a telecast 
immediately following a gruel- 
img week with the Common- 
wealth prime ministers, Mr. Mac- 
millan appeared more nearly 
awake than I have seen him for 
years. With any knowledge of 
imperial history .one realized 
with something of a shock that 
he was very wide awake indeed. 

He expounded clearly and well, 
ee any man who has taken a first 
im Greats was bound to be able 
to do, why the British Govern- 
mem, thinks it essential that the 
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country should enter the Common 
Market. But the. epoch-making 
part of his speech was not Lere. 
Nor was it in his account of how 
much he had done to safeguard 


the interests of the Common- 
wealth. 


_ A this was easy stuff to a man 
whose mind was in his youth 
trained as logically as was. the 
Prime Minister’s. The sensation- 
al thing, which may well in time 
te -come. rank. - with Patrick 
Henry’s, “If that be treason, let 
them. make the most of it.” as 
marking a watershed in history, 
was spoken vith a slight smile, 
almost a roguish smile as if it 
were a joke. 

What Mr. Macmillan said was 
merely that it was the British 
People who would decide wheth- 
er they would enter the Com- 
mon. Market or stay out: “If it 
comes to that, he added, in the 
tone of a conversational after- 


thought, “we are independent, 
too.” 
Mr. semillan made it a 


throwaway line, a casual obser- 
vation, an understatement hard- 
ly noticed by those who did not 
understand it, but sensational to 
those who did. It was the meth- 
od of Stanley’s, “Dr. Livingstone, 


I presume,” brought to the fate 


of nations. It was, in fact, for 
many parts of the world, though 
they may not have recognized it, 
the “moment of truth.” 

A commonwealth is essentially 
different from an empire, If it 
were not, there would have been 


no point in dissolving the em- , 


pire. In political theory, and larg- 
ely in practice, an imperial pow- 
er, in return for the benefits it 
derives from its subject peoples, 
is required at all costs, even to 
its own’ detriment, to defend the 
interests of those subjects, writes 
Harold Hobson in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

It is like a father, who is ex- 
pected to sacrifice himself for his 
children. When the children leave 
home they are liberated. But the 
father is liberated too. The father 
will continue to care what be- 
comes of his ,children,.to make 
all reasonable effort for their 
good. But he is no longer respon- 
sible for them. For the first time 
since they were born, he is, in 
Mr. Macmillan’s studiously unde- 
monstrative phrase independent. 

The reason the British aristo- 
cracy has lasted, where others 
have perished, is simply that it 
has managed to perceive the ac- 
tualities of existence while let- 
ting go the appearances. Insofar 
as the Quen’s present govern- 
ment, being Conservative, repre- 
sents, with all proper qualifica- 
ons, the aristocratic tradition 
in\ British life, it has in the per- 
son of the Prime Minister recog- 
nized the realities of politics to- 
day insofar as they concern Bri- 
tain. 

For the first time since the 
Battle of Plassey, Britain has 
practically ceased to be an im- 
perial power; but, also for the 
first time, it has itself become in- 
dependent. It can play a part in 
the revival of the glory of a 
Europe whose eclipse in the pre- 
sent century has been one of the 
world’s greatest misfortunes. 

As a citizen the Prime Minister 
went a long way toward persuad- 
ing me; and as a dramatic critic 
I marvel at his skill in chystalliz- 
ing a vast movement of history 
into a phrase so deceptively and 
offhandedly tremendous.

When it comes to holding food 
costs in line, it’s hard to beat a 
casserole made from plentiful. 
low cost foods. A good example, 
guaranteed to simplify an even- 
ing meal, is Fundy Shore Casser- 
ole made from Canadian sar- 
dines, cheese and potatoes. 


Canadian sardines are small, 
silvery fish of the herring family, 
caught principally in the Passa- 
maquoddy. area of the Bay of 
Fundy and canned in New Bruns- 
wick on tse bay’: thw awcrn 
shore. In Fundy Shore Casserole 
they contribute high quality pro- 
tein coupled with delicious fla- 
vour. 


FUNDY SHORE CASSEROLE 


3 cans (34% ounces each) Cana- 
dian sardines 
2 tablespoons chopped onion 
2 tablespoons melted fat or oil 
2 tablespoons flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
Dash pepper 
2 cups milk 
1 cup grated nippy Cheddar 
Cheese 
2 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 
& cups sliced cooked potaoes 
Drain” sardines.

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Between Meals He 
Write;—And Charms 


A. J. Liebling likes the wine, 
women, and food of Paris, and he 
writes about them with the kind 
of gusto that H. L. Mencken lav- 
ished on beer and Baltimore. The 
son of a furrier from Far Rock- 
away, Liebling began to learn 
his Parisian delights while a stu~- 
dent at the Sorbonne in 1926-27. 
“Between Meals” recently pub- 
lished is a string of essays (most- 
ly from The New Yorker) hark- 
ing back to those extracurricular 
hours. 

When he was a boy, Liebling’s 
pantheon included Napoleon, 
Washington, Enrico Caruso — 
and Lillian Russell, “a butter- 
scotch sundae of a woman, as 
beautiful as a tulip of beer with 
a high white collar... Her con- 
tours did not encourage fasting 
among her imitators. In build- 
ing up a similar opulence, I sup- 
pose, a-younger woman develop- 
ed eating habits that were hard 
to curb after she reached the 
target figure.” Liebling himself 
is careless of weight, and dis- 
dainful of French doctors who 
haye switched the national em- 
phasis from lovely gluttony to 
the human liver. “The liver,” he 
remarks blackly, “was the seat 
of the Maginot mentality.” In 
fact, what with doctors, diets, 
the decline of apprentice chefs, 
and the whole modern speed and 
restlessness, he says that the 
great French eating traditions 
have been going to hell ever 
since World War I. 


Liebling gives a farcical ac- 
count of a local rowing club 
which tried to mix oarsmanship 
with appetite, and of his own 
early attempts to commingle 
boxing, eating, drinking, and 
staying up late. He observes: a) | 
had not yet heard the great Sam 
Langford say: ‘You can sweat 
out beer and you can sweat out 
whisky, but you can’t sweat out 


women. 


The book reaches a nostalgic 
peak in its description of a truly 
great Paris restaurant, & long- 
vanished resort called Mailla- 
buau’s, where Liebling took his 
father, a man who cared about 
quality. The restaurant was 80 
modestly situated as to seem al- 
most surreptitious, and Liebling’s 
mother and sister were afraid 
that there would be no great dis- 
play of fashion. But his father 
noted that the men customers 
“for the most part showed tre- 
mendous devantures (bay win- 
dows), which they balanced on 
their knees with difficulty as 
they ate... The women were 
shaped like. demijohns and de- 
canters, and they drank wine 
from glasses that must have re- 
minded Father happily of beer 
schooners on the Bowery, in 
1890. ‘I don’t see a single Ameri- 
can,’ he said. He was a patriotic 
man at home, but he was con- 
vinced that in Paris the presence 
of Americans was a sign of a 
bunco joint.” 


This Is A Genuine 
Poor-Folks Market! 


They line up early every Fri- 
day, trunks open and tail gates 
down, outside the big livestock 
market in Asheville, N.C., for the 
weekly swapping. Ranged side 
by side along the east bank of 
the French Broad, River, the 
mud-caked jalopies and battered 
pickups make sorry - looking 
showcases under the autumn 
splendor of maple and sycamore. 
But to the windburned mountain 
men who drive them into town 


from the Blue Ridge and the 
Great Smokies, the ritual of 
swapping” a - scarred chopping 


block for a chipped grindstone 
has its attractions. 

Even by flea-market standards, 
the pickings are slim at an Ash- 
eville barter day. The clutter in 
one white panel truck one recent 
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Friday included a Western sad- 
die, a metal cake mold, four 
mantel clocks, a leather ‘truss, 
and a black lunch pail full of 
rusty screws. The merchandise 
may be as commonplace as a roll 
of chicken wire or as frivolous 
as a pair of roller skates; either 
way, its cash value will, be small. 
Still, among people almost un- 
touched by the affluent society, a 
pittance counts. “My wife 


I draw $52 a month pension,” 


said one old man to a visitor last 
week, “We just can’t hardly get 
along on that, so we come down 
here to try to sell a little some- 
thing.” 

The men in faded blue overalls 
really come more for the swap- 
ping than the selling; though. 
Even if one hill dweller decides 
not to barter his pistol for an- 
other’s rifle (“If you was to hit 
a squirrel with that old thing, 
you’d just make him scratch”), 
the rub of wits in bargaining 
brings a little warmth to a lonely 
existence that “new roads and 
automobiles have .done little to 
change, The trading talk is pun- 
gent but good-humored. 


“What you take for that 327?” 
asks a would-be buyer, pointing 
to a pistol. “I'll give you a ten- 
dollar bill fer hit.” 

“I guess you would, son,” re- 
plies an old man with thick 
glasses and a hearing air. “But 
I got to git more. My blood ves- 
sels busted and I’ve got 67 
stitches up my stomach and 
across my heart.” 

Swapping day in Asheville is 
apt to attract more than talkers 
and traders. Often a red-faced 
fundamentalist preacher will rise 
up to exhort the mountain men, 
and not long ago they were 
wooed by the district's Republi- 


can candidate for Congress — 


(“Well, feller,” one constitutent 
murmured courteously, “we'll de 
what we can fer ya”). An occa- 
sional antique dealer wanders 
through, looking for a bargain, 
but sofar the tourist scourge has 
left barter day pretty much the 
way it has been for 30-odd years, 
and one regular observer thinks 
the mountain men will keep it 
that way. “You can bet on if,” 
he said last month. “They'll be 
here when the snow’s hip-deep 
to a 9-foot Indian.”

BUSINESS PROSPECTS | 


FOR 1963 


Evidence is piling up that pushy 
new growth in the Canadian economy 
probably won't be seen again until 
some time next year, says Dalton 
Robertson. in The Financial Post. 
There has been an ominous slowdown | 
in industrial production, retailing, 
employment, gross national product 
_ and that, say most forecasters, is 
usually, a prelude to recession. But 
the prospect for the next year is far 
from alarming. From all indications | 
at the moment, the downslide could 
be one of the shortest and one of the | 
mildest of the postwar years —- one 
that is barely visible to the corporate 
eye. Y 

Here are some of the main reasons 
why 1963 may be, \for most firms, 
little more than a pause in progress: 
Unemployment is currently see-saw- 
ing up and down - a much healthier | 
portent than the steady climb which , 
was underway at a_ similar point , 
during the last business expansion. 
After 20 months of business ex-| 
pansion, unemployment is still close 
to its May low point of 5.6 per cent 
seasonally adjusted — sharp contrast | 
with 1959 (also the second year of | 
business expansion) when unemploy- 
ment began trending up after only 17, 
months of economic recovery. 

The present prospect: Fewer job- 
hunters this winter than last winter ° 
and @ level of unemployment, season- 
ally adjusted, well below the record 
7.9 per cent touched during the last 
recession. Another reason to expect 
any downturn to be on the mild side 
is this: Government action, particular- 
ly on the monetary front, is increas- 
dropping its 
discount rate to 4 per cent, the Bank

Death Was Faster 


At Le Mans last summer, rash, 
brash Ricardo Rodriguez, Mex- 
{co's fir.est driver and one of the 
best in the world, laughed when 
an interviewer asked him about 
death. “There are a thousand 
ways to die,” said the young man 
of 20. “Me I never think about 
it. I just want to be the best 
possible driver in the world. I 
think I can achieve it one day.” 

Before the’ start of the first 
Grand Prix of Mexico last month, 
5-foot-2 Rodriguez, who had been 
racing motorcycles and cars since 
he was 12 but had never won a 
Grand Prix, had reluctantly 
changed his mind, Pressured by 
his attractive wife, he made a 
promise. “I am already entered 
in this Grand Prix,” he confided 
to her. “But after I win it — and 
l am determined to win it — I'll 
retire from racing forever.” 

Always’ exceptionally daring 
(“It he lives, I'll be surprised,” 
gaid one rival), he seemed deter- 
mined to outdo himself at Mex- 
ico’ City’s Sports City Speedway. 
Even when Britain’s John Sur- 


cally. tried to signal 
down,;.Ricardo answered with a 
signal of his own: “I’m going flat 
out.” a 

Heading into the track’s most 
treacherous corner, Rodriguez's 
speed at the 46-degree turn was 
nearly 125 miles an hour. “All I 
could think of was ‘He's going 
much too fast’,” said Dutchman 
Carel Godin de Beaufort, driving 
a Porsche behind Rodriguez. 


“ ‘He'll never make it.’ Then sud-. 


denly it was all over.” 


Bouncing off the steel rail on 
the right, the Lotus caromed off 
the left rail and rebounded into 
the right crumpling in half and 
hurling the youngster 45 feet 
down the track. Before the am- 
bulance could carry him to a hos- 
pital, Rodriguez, his skull shat- 
tered, his abdomen torn open, 
was dead. His final race was over 
— ‘jronically, one day before 
Mexico's national holy day of 
mourning, Dia de los Muertos 
(Day of the Dead), For his 
countrymen and his competitors, 
it was a tragic and senseless loss. 
“Il have never worried about 
other drivers, but I have always 
worried about Ricardo,” said de 
Beaufort. “He always seemed so 
terribly young, so terribly en- 
thusiastic, and so anxious to win 
at all costs. If Ricardo Rodriguez 
had lived he would have been 
one of the great ones.” 


CHURCHILL STEPS OUT 


For the first time since crack- 
ing his left thighbone in Monte 
his left thighbone in Monte 
Carlo last June, 87-year-old Sir 
Winston Churchill felt up to a 
night out.

Blame The Weather 
On The Moon! 


When raising crops was more 
an art than a science, many 
farmers planted potatoes or corn 
at the full moon, in the belief 
that rain was sure to fall in a 
few days. Meteorologists, of 
course, dismissed the idea as a 
quaint holdover from pagan 
times when the moon was. wor- 
shipped as a deity with influence 
over the weather. 


Now it seems that the farmers 
were right all along. Using an 
IBM 650 computer to analyze 
U.S. rainfall data over the past 
50 years, an astronomer at New 
York University’s College of En- 
gineering has found that rain ac- 
tually does tend to fall a few 
days after the new and full 
moons. When the moon is only 
a half circle, Donald Bradley and 
his associates report in the jour- 
nal Science, there is a corre- 
sponding tendency to dryness. 

“Our findings surprised and 
shocked a lot of meteorologists at 
first,” Bradley said wryly last 
month, “but they’re checking 
their own records and they con- 
firm our findings. One meteorol- 
ogist in Texas wrote that the 
lunar influence holds true for his 
records of 40 years of heavy 
rainfall in San Salvador. He also 
has noticed that flash floods in 
Texas are most likely to occur 
just after a full moon.” 

Bradley started amassing his 
figures back in 1957..when he 
noticed some “odd coincidences” 


tween the positions of the 
planets and weather. But not un- 


til two years ago, when he join- 
ed Dr. Max A. Woodbury’s re- 
search group at NYU, was he 
given the computers to check out 
his “crazy” ideas. “We really 
just stumbled on the moon cor- 
relation,” said Bradley, who still 
doesn’t know the explanation for 
his discovery. “At first, I 
couldn't believe it. Surely, I fig- 
ured, it would have been noticed 


study for eight months.” 
Actually, the correlation had 
been .noticed—and disregarded.

It was once a peaceful, tiny, 
village in the midst of sweet- 
smelling fields, hedgerows and 
elm trees where on moonlit 
nights maidens strolled with 
their lovers beside a gently rip- 
pling brook. SON 

But it became a place of con- 
stant death! It was th site of 
the dreaded, “never green’ Ty- 
burn Tree which was not a tree, 
but the grim and ghastly gallows 
where over a period of 600 years 
some 50,000 people were hanged 
— many also drawn and quar- 
tered. 

What a contrast! The gallows, 
sometimes called by criminals 


‘the “Triple Tree” or “Three-leg- 


ged Mare,” was a permanent 


. structure and a common place of 


execution not only for the whole 
of the city of London but for al- 
most all England./ — 


Wooden gallenies were erected 


- near it to accommodate hundreds 


of morbid sightseers. 

They flocked to watch murder- 
ers, traitors, robbers, highway- 
men, religious martyrs — 4s well 
as miserable wretches who had 
been caught trying to pick pock- 
ets — publicly hanged.at Tyburn. 

Today the new spotlight is fo- 
cused on this once-gruesome 
sight because it is the centre of a 


‘great reconstruction and improve- 


ment scheme — one of the great- 
est in modern London's history 
— at Hyde Park Corner and 
Marble Arch. 

For Tyburn Tree, a_ historic 
site marked for the curious in 
recent years by a small, hardly 
visible, triangular stone embed- 
ded in the roadway, stood at 
what is known today as the 
north-east corner of Hyde Park, 
the traffic-ridden junction of 
Marble Arch and Edgware Road. 

Oxford Street, leading up to 
Marble Arch, is thronged by 
thousands of shoppers today. 
Centuries ago it was called Ty- 
burn Road and was filled with 
people watching the pitiful daily 
procession of cursing or praying 
men and women as they were 
marched or dragged along it to 
the ever-ready Tyburn gibbets. 

They came from the Tower 
of London or Newgate Prison 
which was on the site of today’s 
Old Bailey. 

The crowds jerred at some, 
cheered others. Tearful women 
sometimes gave the hangmen’s 
victims flowers or fruit as they 
went to the gallows. 

Others were plied with intoxi- 
cating drinks. Many callous sight- 
seers bawled coarse jests or 
threw stones when they recog- 
nized notorious criminals bound 
for the scaffold, writes Ashley 
Brown in “Tit-Bits.” , 

Highwaymen were usually 
popular with the crowd. Famous 
robber and jail breaker Jack 
Sheppard's execution at Tyburn 
attracted a “gate” of 200,000. 

He had planned another sensa- 
tional getaway at the gallows it- 
self and had concealed a knife 
about him, intending to cut 
through his bonds and dash 
through the crowd to safety. 

But the knife was detected. 
Sheppard then implored friends 
close at hand to obtain posses- 
sion of his body immediately it 
was cut down.

The crowd was delighted when 
a condemned man did cheat the 
gallows. After a criminal named 
Dual had been hanged in 1740 he 
was cut down and it was then 
noticed that he showed signs of 
returning life. 

Eager hands helped to revive 
him further and the mob sur- 
rounding him refused to allow 
him to be re-hanged. They car- 
ried him off.on their shoulders 
in triumph to his home. 

It's on record that when an- 
other Tyburn “victim,” Dr. John 
Story, was hanged in 1571 the 
executioner bungled the job bad- 
ly. After being cut down, the doc- 
tor rose to his feet and struck the 
hangman »n the head, knocking 
him off the scaffold. 

The last person to be hanged at 
Tyburn was John Austin. His 
hanging took place on November 
7, 1783. 

Then the Sheriffs of London 
decided to abolish Tyburn and 
ordered that executions should 
take place outside the prison at 
Newgate on a new gallows with 
an improved type of “drop.” 

There they continued until 
public hangings were abolished. 
But not till May 26, 1868, did Eng- 
land see its last public execution.

From dependence to partner- 
ship in 50 years—the two scenes 


on the Thames River seem to. 


epitomize the metamorphosis 
which has taken place in the re- 
lations of men and women. 

In 1912 Mrs. Emmeline Pank- 
hurst and her militant suffra- 
gettes were still chaining them- 
selves to railings. of ‘the House 
of Commons in an effort to ex- 
tract from an unwilling male 
legislature the privilege of vot- 
ing in an election. 

“From dependence to partner- 
ship—yes that about summarizes 
the position, especially for wo- 
men of the so-called upper and 
middie classes,” said Miss Irene 
F. Hilton, former president of 
the International Federation of 
University Women. 

Miss Hilton comes from a 
Liverpool family of progressive 
thinkers. 

“In my family,” she said, “and 
especially among the men, the 
suffrage question was never one 
of sex, but one of social justice.” 

Little success was achieved un- 
til the onset of World War I took 
_ thousands of men to France in 
the fighting services. The women 
met the challenge to do men’s 
work, in the munitions factories, 


as bus conductors, chimney 
sweeps, in the services for the 
first time, in nursing, Red Cross 
‘work, as postwomen, women po- 
lice, and in many other fields. 
As a reward, legislation was 
in 1918 which enabled 
women of 30 to vote for the first 
time in the General Election of 
1919. Ten years later, the age 
was reduced to 21, writes Melita 
les in the Christian Science 
‘onitor. 


As a schoolgirl I remember 


hearing “votes for women” dis- 
quseed in the family circle when 
my grandmother wondered “what 
‘the world was coming to,” and 
e v4 felt it was 

Boe ng to 8 a women the 
vote.” 

In the early 1920's their doubts 
about the wisdom of letting up 
on the strict disciplines of Vic- 
torian f life might seem to 
have been justified. The irre- 
sponsibilities of the “flapper” age 
were only too apparent. Changes 
in the social structure suddenly 
glackened the rigidity of society. 
Noel Coward’s plays dramatized 
the plight and inertia of the 
“poor little rich girl.” 

The changed status of women 
“prought the end of the formal 
afternoon call. Church parades 
in Hyde Park went out of fash- 
fon with the coming of the mo- 
torcar. People in London devel- 

the habit of spending the 
weekend in the country. . 

The day trip to the seaside by 
motorcar from London, I remem- 
ber, started to be popular in the 
1930's. Living on the northwest 
side of London I often drove the 
60 miles to Frinton-on-Sea and 
back in one day, in 4 little Aus- 
tin-7 tourer model. Despite the 
faster motorcars, many would 


_ many had been turned into hotels 


hesitate to do this journey at 
weekends today because of the 
traffic holdupa 
Nobody had to take a driving 
test. There were no L auto tag 
for learner drivers. The man 1 
purchesca my first small car 
from drove home with me. “Off 
you go,” he said, and moved over 
so that I could take the wheel 
on the 20-mile homeward jour- 
ney. I had only driven a two- 
stroke motorcycle before. It is 
hard to imagine those empty 
roads when going over the same 
ground 30 years later. 
Meanwhile, with the change in 
fortunes of the rich, depleted by 
taxes, the London “season” was 
almost gone. Some of the great 
town houses were still in the 
hands of the owners who lived 
and entertained in them, but

In regard to fashions, I have 
an old print of my mother and 
her sister as young girls, with 


20-inch waists, wearing what. 
- were called 


“Russian” blouses 
trimmed with braid and gored 
skirts with frills at the bottom, 
which trailed the ground behind. 

I remember as a child seeing 
red marks behind my mother’s 
ears made by the bone supports 
in her high collars. She did her 
hair “big” in large swathed puffs. 
For special occasions she used a 
pad to fill out the puff, and ac- 
hieved a result rather like the 


“birdcage” hairdos of teen-agers 


today! 

My mother used hatpins 10 
inches long in her large ostrich 
feather hats. She often sported 
a boa and wore long, black 
stockings and short button boots. 

Under her long: dresses she 


wore lace petticoats with many 


frills, crimped with a goffering 
iron heated over a coal fire. 

The revolt from tight lacing 
came in the 1920's, with the low 
waist and the loose “jumper” 
suits—similar in shape to those 
worn by young women of the 
1960's, 

People by then were beginning 
to eat in restaurants a great deal. 
There was usually dancing dur- 
ing meals in the evening. The 
fashion started when the lan- 
guorous tango reached England 
from South America before 
World War I. Tango, teas and 
suppers set a fashion for tread- 
ing a measure between courses. 
The Charleston and the Black 
Bottom crazes which came later 
were as hectic and lamentable as 
the Twist sessions of today. 

This was the age of the bicycle 
and the tennis club, Cinemas still 
were called the “flicks,” a hang- 
over from the days when early 
films flickered as the comics rol- 
licked through their boisterous 
scenes in black and white. 

The open-top buses and the old 
electric trams were & octeryai 
eans of transport in ndon 
en I was a child. London's 
ways have all gone and rails 
have been torn up. Glasgow, one 
of the last cities to keep. them, 
abolished its tramways earlier 
this year. The modern “Red 
Rover” buses on London Tran- 
sport would hold two of the old 
open-topped buses with their 
slatted wooden seats exposed to 
the elements. 
On a visit to a south, London 
social settlement recently I was 
told of the rich women who 
worked there in the middle of 
the 19th century. Their fathers 
allowed them to stay overnight 
during the week provided they 
took their maids as chaperons, 
The settlement therefore had to 
provide sleeping quarters both 
for the voluntary workers and 
their maids. 
The young woman who showed 
me around in 1962 wore scarlet 
slacks and a black knitted polo 
sweater. She was the wife of 
the warden, a young social work- 
er and youth-club leader. To- 
gether they run the centre, as & 
meeting place for the teen-agers, 
the old people in the Derby and 
Joan Clubs and the mothers who 
bring their babies in the after- 
noons—a happy example ef part- 
nership in the 1960's.

Sales Pitch To The 
U.S. Negro Market 


For years, U.S. businessmen 
have been keenly aware that the 
$20 billion Negro market is a 
lucrative one. And, with an eye 
on the strengthening economic 
power of colored people, many 
companies have beamed special 
pitches toward potential Negro 
customers. Thus, singer Dorothy 
Dandridge may be used in adver- 
tisements to tout rice, baseball 
player Willie Mays may suggest 
a pancake syrup, and footballer 
Roosevelt Brown may be a Marl- 
boro man. 

The importance of a good 
“image” when trying to tap the 
Negro market. was uriderscored 
again in a new survey released 
recently by the Center for Re- 
search in Marketing of Peekskill, 
N.. It was made for a number 
of firms in the food, cosmetics, 


- gutomotive, beverage, and other 


industries. In talks with 3,016 
Negro families this spring and 
‘summer, the interviewers (all of 
whom were Negroes themselves) 
found, for instance, that Negroes 
like “to buy where they can 
work.” A full 42 per cent of 
those polled indicated that they 
patronize stores in their areas 
because of “positive” attitudes 
toward Negroes. Almost a third 
said that they will specifically 
select the brands of companies 
which they believe to have fa- 
vorable policies toward Negroes. 
More than a quarter frankly ad- 
mitted that they would not buy 
the products of a company that 
they thought had a “poor” atti- 
tude toward Negroes. Indeed, 
the studies showed that many 
Negroes consider their purchas- 
ing power a weapon in the battle 
for equal rights. 

Such findings are becoming 
increasingly important to busi- 
nessmen trying to make a sale. 
As William Capitnian, president 
of CRM, summed up: “Under- 
standing (Negroes’ attitudes) will 
open the way to more effective 
advertising, promotion, and dis- 
tribution policies for those manu- 
facturers who want to take ad- 
vantage of this growing market.” 


Battle Looms On 
Nutrition Front 


How far can the Unixed States 
government zo in curbing what 
a leading nutritionist has called 
“nutritional nonsense”? 

A tug-of-war test ~- possibly 
reaching even to the courts — 
is in the offing. 

It revolves around some of the 
claims made today far the so- 
called “health foods”; the promo- 
tion of certain food products on 
the basis of claimed benefits; and 
the claimed nutritional necessity 
for various vitamin products. 

Touching off the fray was & 
proposed new set of regulations 
by the Food and Adminis- 
tration governing the labeling of 
these products. 


It is the responsibility of the 
agency to see that foods are pure 
and safe and that they are truth- 
fully and informatively labeled. 

All the new regulations have 
to do with labeling claims. 

The $1,000,000,000 industry af- 
fected by these stringent regula- 
tions has declared war. 

Never before, it-is seid, has the 
Food and Drug Administration 
been bombarded by #0 many pro- 
{ests — more than 30,000 from 
industry, piling up into some 225 
volumes, not to mention the 70,- 
000 or more from postcards 
showered on Congress. 

Producers of safflower oil pro- 
ducts, “sea salts,” and protein 
boosters were alarmed, Business- 
men who sell these products saw 
profits dwindling, writes Jose- 
phine Ripley in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration finally issued @ statement 
of denial that the new regula- 
tions would have or were intend- 
ed to put people out of business 
or cut profits. : 

All it wants to do, it has ex- | 
plained, is “to discourage the ad- 
dition of needlessly large amounts 
of vitamins and minerals_to food 
supplements simply as a sales- 
promotion device.” ; 

It séeks to prevent consumers 
“from being misled by a listing 
of ingredients which have no 
value as food supplements. 

“Such ‘shotgun’ formulas now 
contain as many as 50 to 70 in- 
gredients, only a few of which 
are recognized as essential in 
nutrition,” says the agency. 

The proposed regulations also 
are directed at “false or mislead- 
ing labeling which may’ lead con- 
sumers to believe that the aver- 
age American diet results in ill 
health and that nutritional sup- 
plements are required to prevent 
or cure this.” 

With respect to foods, the 
agency is out to crack down on 
the use of “nonfattening”: oF 
“low-calorie” or other terme 
suggestive of benefit in weight 
control. XG

Being Readied 
_A world speed record that has 
unassailed since 1947 trem- 
les in the balance as a project 

costing the British motor indus- 

try £1,500,000 goes to the laun- 
ghing pad. 

The record is 394.2 miles per 
hour set by Britain’s John Cobb. 
He did so on the Utah salt flats 
at Bonneville from a flying start 
in a specially designed Railton 
Mobil. The project is the new 
Bluebird Proteus jet-engined car 


and being 
shipped from there on Jan. 3. 

It is going to Australia, first 
of all to Melbourne for exhibi- 
tion at the international trade 
fair, then in April to a place 
some 500 miles northwest of 
Adelaide, South Australia. | 

On a sit known as Lake Eyre, 
uninhabited and classified as a 
desert, Britain’s Donald Camp- 
bell will attempt to drive Blue- 
bird at speeds in excess of 400 
m.p.h, in two opposite directions, 

"The two-way drive is an essen- 
tial part of the record attack. 
For a record to be officially 
recognized, a return run has to 
be made within a specified time. 
Times of the two runs are added, 
divided by two, and a mean av~ 
erage struck to give the officially 
credited miles per hour speed 

Already one motorist has trav- 
elled in excess of 400 m.p.h. In 
1960, California's Michael 
Thompson became the fastest 
man on wheels with a 406.6 
m.p.h. hurtle over the Western 
Salt flats. But, as his return run 
when. averaged was at a speed 
less than Cobb’s existing mark, 
a world record could not be 
claimed. 

It was on Sept. 16 in the same 
year, at the same venue, that 

nald Campbell crashed when 
he attacked Cobb's record. The 
Bristol Siddeley engine, using 
less than 80 percent of full pow- 
er, accelerated from a standstill 
to 365 m.p.h. in 24 seconds, but 
the right wheels ran into a patch 
of wet salt. 

The tires lost adhesion, the car 
became airborne for 300 yards 


* and half a mile from the point 


where it left the course it crash- 
ed. When the rescuers reached 
it Donald Campbell was severely 
injured, but the engine still run- 
ning. 
From. that same engine, devel- 
oping 5,000 brake horsepower at 
full throttle and known general- 
ly as a turboprop, the new Blue- 
bird has been constructed.

Battles Of The 
Racetrack Gangs 


A lean man with hard eyes 
and some slips of paper in a 
grubby hand approached a 
bookie during the Epsom spring 
meeting. 

When the bookie saw him he 
frowned. He recognized a mem- 
ber of one of the London race 
gangs that had sprung up a few 
months earlier. 


“Pm not taking your money,” 
he said. “I don’t want trouble” 

The lean man grinned. “I’m not 
handing out money. I’m collect- 
ing. The boys sent me — see?” 

He help up the slips of paper. 

“These are tickets. The boys 
want you to buy some. Read for 
yourself, and don’t say you can’t.” 

A slip was thrust into the 
bookie’s hand. 

Poorly printed were the words: 
“This is a donation in aid of the 
distressed wife of our friend... . 
who has had the misfortune to 
lose his liberty.” 

Over the dots had been pencil- 
led a name. 

“Co to hell,” said the bookie. 
The bookie didn’t reach home 
that night. He was found in a 
ditch, not far from Epsom race- 
course, beaten and disfigured 
with a razor. 

The next day the tickets sold 
freely among the boolomaker fra- 


ternity. 
\ Tt was 1921 and the new racket 
was flourishing. 

This was the kind of challenge 
the fledgling Flying Squad had to 


- meet in the early years after it 


had been founded. 

A few of the lesser fry were 
picked up by the police, but the 
hard core of the gangs remained 
untouched. 

One tough bunch came down 
from the Midlands and gave the 
local police some news. 

“There are twenty of ts here, 
and we're all going back.” 

It was a cheap boast, easily 
broken. Those toughs from Birm- 
ingham ran up against another 
mob, known as the Italian Gang, 
whose members mostly had dark 
curly hair, swarthy faces, and a 
passion for thin-bladed knives. 

That day the. bottles and 
knuckle-dusters lost ofit to the 
stiletto knives. 

Some of the Birmingham mob 
were still in hospital when a 
couple of men called at an Italian 
café in the Clerkenwell area of 
London. 

Six men jumped up from a 
table. Shots were fired and then 
the Flying Squad arrived. 

Five prisoners were charged 
with this off-the-course affray. 
Two were sentenced to three 
years’ penal servitude. 

The first- real dent had been 
made in the armour of the race 
gangs. But race gang rivalry had 
not been deterred from using vio- 
lence and letting blood. 

Then the Birmingham mod and 
their close allies, the Leeds mob, 
decided to finish the Italians and 
their allies from London's Fast 
End during an Epsom meeting 

It was four-thirty in the after- 
noon when the coach was backed 
into a narrow lane near the Brick 
Kiln, a pub in Ewell, not far from 
Epsom. ‘ 

The Midianders alighted. One 
with glasses slung round his 
shoulder, started down towards 
Ewell, to keep observation. 

Nearly twenty minutes later he 
gave a signal, The coach drove 
into the high road, slowing a big 
truck that was approaching. 


Its brakes were still squealing, 


when the fight started. For ten 
minutes the battle raged, then the 
Midlanders discovered the grim 
truth. They had jumped their 
pals from Leeds! 

By that time too much blood 
had been spilled for a fractured 
friendship to be mended. 

The Birmingham mob piled 
back into their coach and took 
off. The Flying Squad found it 
outside a pub in Kingston. 

The Squad men then eovered

each entrance and advanced. 

They arrested the entire gang 
of twenty-eight men, dumped 
them in seven vans, and drove 
them back to Epsom. Twenty- 
three were sentenced to jail, 
writes Leonard Gribb in “Tit- 
Bits.” 


The Flying Squad was getting 
into its stride in dealing with the 
race gangs. 

Of course the Italian mob had 
some laughs at the outcome, but 
the laughter lacked heart for they 
could see a grim warning to 
themselves. 

In the following seasons the 
gangs tended to become less bois- 
terous on the course and more 
violent in the back-streets of 
their home cities. . 


Some of the gangs recruited 


members for this kind of gang” 


warfare, until they could roam @ 
neighbourhood with forty or filty. 
armed thugs. ion 

Tirelessly- the Flying Sqifad 
broke up the various gangs in 
London, but it was slow, slogging 
work, for no arrested member of 
a race gang dared to squeal.

ed an invaluable ally — radio. 

They stopped a fight with the 
Italians in a Soho club that 
changed gang tactics. A tele- 
phone call from a frightened 
woman resulted in a radio call, 
and Flying Squad cars converged 
on Greek Street. 


Three tough mobs had their 
fighting spirit broken by Flying 
Squad truncheons. | 

The race gangs became more 
‘docile in outward appearance, 
and the “roaring twenties” end- 
ed on a much quieter. note than 
they began. The gangs were still 
working the race-courses, but 
their gang rivalry was less vol- 
canic, 

Not the least reason: for this 
was the Flying Squad’s newasys- 
tem of shadowing car loads of 
race mobsters, When they arrived 
at a race meeting it was to find 
plenty of plain-clothes men ready 
to move in at the first sign of” 
violence. 


One of the last big gangs was 
the Hoxton mob. Its leaders de- 
cided they had the field to them- 
selves, and set out to prove it at 
Lewes in June, 1936. 


The bookies were to be their 
victims. But the Flying Squad 
had been watching the gang very 
closely, and its plans were known 
to them. 

Brighton police were alerted. 
Detective-Sergeant Collier, an 
expert in local race-gang warfare, 
took a special squad to Lewes to 
co-operate with the Flying Squad. 

The Huxton mobsters were 
seen edging up to the bookies’ 
stands. 

Suddenly they pounced, drag- 
ging weapons from under their 
jackets. . 

One bookie was beaten over 
the head, but he managed to run 
away, blood streaming down his 
face 

Another was almost killed by a 
hatchet blow. 

Then a police whistle shrilled, 
and the weapons were thrown on 
the grass. But too late. 

Sixteen of that mob appeared 
later at Lewes Assizes. The judge 
allotted nearly forty-four years 
ta,therm. 

The race gangs had taken a 
blow from which they never re- 
covered. 

The bookmakers themselves 
took advantage of the breathing 
space they had been given by the 
Flying Squad’s unrelenting ef- 
forts. " 

_ They created the Bookmakers’ 
Protection Association. 

The sport of kings was made 
safe again, without one running 
the risk of being hustled or jump- 
ed by race gang hooligans.

There’s A Saint 
Even For Toothache! 


Modern dental science is bare- 
ly 100 years old, but the first den- 
tists were Babylonians of 5,000 
B.C. who used herbs to “cure the 
devil that causeth toothache.” 


Their favourites were cloves or 
cinnamon, placed in a cavity of 
the aching tooth in an effort to 
bring relief. 

A primitive form of toothbrush 
was used by the people of India 
in 500 B.C, In London, in 1376, 
the Dentists’ Guild was formed 
and lasted for 437 years. 


During the nineteenth century, 
British people became very teeth- 
conscious and many types of 
powders were advertised for 
cleaning and keeping ‘molars 
white, and the mouth sweet. 

Tootbrushes, as we know them, 
are only about 200 years old. 


They were originally made 
from the bristles.of wild boars. 

The Patron Saint of Toothache 
is St. Appollonia, who was mar- 
tyred in Alexandria in 246 A.D. 
Among the tortures she endured 
before being burnt at the stake, 
was the crude extraction of her 
teeth by pulling, breaking and 
kn: them out. Her special 
day is February 9. So if you 
have to see your dentist... 

Eskimos get very little dentel 
trouble; nor Indians, who keep 
to a strict, vegetarian diet, or 
Australian aborigines. 


But, once they charige over to 

the type of foods we eat, dental 
decay results. 
' African natives visiting Great 
Britain invariably avoid sweet- 
stuffs and maintain their regular 
use of tooth-picks to keep their 
teeth gleaming white. 


Healthy teeth are well used. 
And bite-power varies consider- 
ably from one nation to another.

Our biting power is only 
around 171 pounds because we 
are used to soft, slushy foods. 

Chewing hard foods stimulates 
the blood to the gums, keeping 
them and the teeth healthy. 

It also helps to clean them by 
removing acids and other harm- 
ful deposits. 


0! TO BE IN ENGLAND 


Botanists and birdwatchers are 
fighting to save an acre of blad- 
derwort plants. threatened by 
plans for a new power station in 
Gloucestershire. 

The bladderwort is a rare in- 
sect-eating plant with pretty 
yellow flowers. 

The Gloucestershire Trust for 
Nature Conservation is trying to 
persuade the State Electricity 
Board to shift the location of the 
power station and leave the 
plants undisturbed. 

“You don't find much bladder- 
wort about nowadays,” said Rob- 
ert George, chairman of the na- 
ture trust. “It would be a pity 
to lose it.” 

“We also have a pair of marsh- 
warbler birds (they're rare, too) 
nesting on the site and would 
like them left alone also.”
